Mr. Belmont, of New York, from the com 
mittee on foreign affairs, reported back the 
resolution calljng on the president for copies 
of all correspondence, etc., relative to the 
atforts of this government to bring about 
peace between Chili, Veru and Bolivia. 
Adopted. 

Mr. Carpenter from the committee on com- 
merce reported aresolution to inquire wherein 
the existing laws can be amended so as to af 
ford relief tothe merchant marine engaged 
in foreign carrying trade, and what measures 
can be adopted to promote our ship building 
and otber commercial interests. Adopted. 

Bills were reported from the committee on 
commerce to establish marine hospitals at 
New Orleans and Galveston and a quaran- 
tine station on the coast of Texas, and were 
referred to the committee on appropriations. 

At the conclusion of the morning hour the 
house, at 1:40, went into committee of the 
whole, Mr. Robinson, of Massachusetts, in 
the chair, on the fortification appropriation 
bill. The votal amount appropriated is $375,- 
000, as follows: For the preserva'ion, repair 
and protection of fortifications, $175.000; for 
the armament of sea coast fortifications, $100,- 
00; for torpedoes and their preservation, 
S100.000. = 

Aftera short explanation by Mr. Forney 
(Alabama), “Mr. MeCook, (New York) took 
the floor and dwelt upon the importance of 
improving the seacoast fortifications of the 
United States. He contended that the amount 
appropriated by the bill was bu adrop in the 
bucket as compared with the actual needs of 
the country.

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THREE MURDERERS 


TO ANSWER THE GRIM CHARGE OF 
BLOOD-THIRSTINESS. 


W hat the Prosecuting Attorney Says of the Coming 
Trial of the Malleys and Blanche Douglass .or 
the Murder of Jennie Cramer The Three 
Must Swing from the Same Gibbet. 


New Haven, January 24.—‘I will try them 
together, convict them together, and hang 
them together,’ said State Attorney Doolit- 
tle, grimly, to the reporter who asked him the 
other day if he proposed to try the Malley 
cousins and Blanche Douglass separately. 
He added that he was prepared to proceed 
at the present term of the superior court. 

All along Mr. Doolittle has talked as grimly 
of the fate of the three prisoners.’ He is 
quoted as saying that the coming trial will 
not be a repetition of the Hayden trial, mean- 
ing, probably, that it will be free from so- 
called expert testimony, and will proceed ex- 
peditiously. One of his expressions is: ““We 
will try and make it plain to all that young 
girls cannot be outraged and murdered, and 
the guilty go free solely because they have 
money.” 

So faras known at present Mr. Doolittle 
will conduct the prosecution, aided only by 
the West Haven lawyer Mr. Bush. Messrs. 
Blydenburgh and Fox, who have heretofore 
defended the young men, expect to be re- 
tained, and efforts are being made to associate 
with them athird lawyer of high standing. 
It seemed to cause the greatest astonishment 
to the defense that by a vote of 17 tol the 
grand jury should return a true bill; but af- 
teratime consolation was derived from the 
fact that the grand jury stood exactly the 
same in the Hayden case, while only one 
member of the petit jury thought the prison- 
er should hang. 

The Malleys took the action of the grand 
jury very much to heart;.Blanche Douglass 
simply said that she had expected it. She 
does not exactly understand what “a true 
bill’ means, and will not begin to appreciate 
her position until she stands in the dock on 
trial for her life. She is still secluded from 
every one.except her attorneys, gets no let- 
ters, and seemingly has no friends. She can

sire to read books or newspapers.

In Congress 
THE SENATE. 

- WASHINGTON, January 24.—The chair laid 
before the senate sundry reports of surveys 
made under the river and harbor act in Ore- 
gon, Mississippi Maryland and Massachusetts, 
which were referred to the committee on 
commerce. 

Mr. Blair, from the committee on pensions 
reported a bill for the relief of Mary Lincoln, 
widow of Abraham Lincoln, and asked its 
present consideration. ; 

To appropriate $15,000 for. her immediate 
relief, and increase her present pension to 
$5,000 per annum. 

The credentiais of Senator McDill. of Iowa, 
were presented, and he was sworn in. 

Mr. George, of Mississippi, introduced a 
bill to make the agricultural department an 
executive department. Referred. 

The credentials of Senator Wilson, of Iowa, 
were presented and placed on file. 

An. additional bill was introduced by Mr. 
Johnson to repeal so much of the revised 
statutes as imposes an export tax on tobacco. 

Mr. Beck introduced a bill for the punish- 
ment of officers of national banks who ille- 
gally issue certified checks. 

‘ By Mr. Teller—A joint resolution declaring 
forfeited, so far as the same have not been 
earned by a fulfillment of their conditions, 
the land grants to twenty-two railroads enu- 
merated by the bill, including the Northern 
Pacific, Atlantic and Pacific and Texas Pa- 
cifie. The estimated quantity of lands grant- 
ed to each of these as set forth in the bill is, 
respectively, 47,000,000, 42,000,000 and 18,- 
000,000 acres. 

An unusually large volume of routine busi- 
ness caused a liberal extension of the morn- 
ing hour, after which the senate at 2 o'clock 
resumed consideration of the Sherman three 
per cent bond bill, and Mr. Call addressed the 
senate. ‘ 

_ Several senators participated in the debate 

when finally Mr. Garland on leave, reported 
from the judiciary committee, 
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get up assimilated electoral 
state. The object of the bill is to prevent a 
contest over the electoral returns for the pur- 
pose of complicating the yote with a view of 
political advantage, and to confine such con- 
tests to the legitimate grounds. In almost 
eyery presidential election bozus electoral re- 
turns have been sent in, and this bill is in- 
tended to prevent this by making the parties 
to them responsible and amenable to punish- 
ment, 

There is an evident disposition on the part of 
the senate to pass a law at tis session to reg- 
ulate and contro! the counting of elicetoral 
votes, and it is believed the house will readily 
take up the subject. Senators of both parties 
agree that a bill of this kind ought to be pass- 
ed this session. They say that now with the 
next presidential election, hearly three years 
off, political considerations and party expe- 
dients will not influence their action, as they 
naturally do when an election is near at 
hand. Some democratic senators are now 
strongly in favor of Senator Mdmunds’s bill, 
which passed the senate of the forty-fifth 
congress. Senator Pugh, for cone, says no 
better bill could be found. In the last 
congress this bill, didn’t meet with demo- 
cratic fayor because the democrats were then 
in a majority in both houses of congress, an: 
naturally ‘they would keep control of the 
count and decision of tne contests in congress, 
because the election of presideat was just 
ahead. The indications are that the Kd- 
munds’ bill will have considerable demo- 
cratic Sipport, sufficient at all events to pass 
it tlirough the senate. In connection with 
this subject an event of interest in relation to 
the count of 1876 has been recalled by a num- 
ber of democratic congressmen, who were 
conferring with regard to the importance of 
legislation, this session, regulating the count- 
ing of the electoral vote. A democratic 
senator, who was then in the senate, stated 
that in 1875 Senator Morton’s bill, prescribing 
the method for the count, passed tne senate, 
receiving several democratic votes. With the 
view of getting all the democratic senators to 
vote for it, and thus commend it to the demo- 
cratic house, Senator Thuriuan moved a re- 
consideration. The motion slumbered, the 
bill wes never called up again, and thus it 
died, and the senator added: ‘‘IIad fhat bill 
passed, Tilden would -have been president.”’ 
That motion of Thurman's wasa fatal mis- 
take, and Thurman has realized 4@t since. 
Senator Pugh’s bill is notin the nature of a 
substitute for Mr. Edmunds’s, but is intend- 
ed as an addition to it, and relates simply to 
the mutter of fraudulent or simulated returns.

Wasninctox, January 24.—Judge Porter 
ruse to address the jury as soon asthe court 


opened, but was obliged to give way to Guit- 
eau, who, as usual,made the opening address, 
this time to repudiate a letter which he said 
is published to-day over his. signature, and 
warn other cranks against attempting his 
Lilie. 

The first serious outbreak of the morning 
occurred when Judge Porter adverted to the

CINCINNATI, Jan 
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‘I believe there was—I became responsible

You 
will remember I was opposed to the calling 
of a constitutional convention, and fought it 
all that I could in my then humble way, and 
even ran as an independent candidate as a 
delegate to the convention, against the nine 
nominees of the democratic party. The 
ticket I ran on was headed by ex-Governor 
(now Senator) Joseph E. Brown. I was de- 
feated, but ‘no convention” was carried by a 
handsome majority. The lowest delegate of 
the democratic nominees received 1,003 votes 
in all three of the counties composing the 
district. Goverfior Brown, who headed the 
ticket 1 ran on, received 499 votes. I received 
680 votes in the city of Atlanta 
alone and not one _ outside. The 
reason I did not receive more votes 
as I said—the city and county giving a good 
majority for ‘“‘no convention,” and that being 


_my issue—was because men who went to the 


polls at the city hall to vote for me were 
challenged and prevented from voting, and 
in fact some of them were driven away from 
the polls. Those who agreed to not vote for 
me were permitted to vote. This was the 
fact, not in two or three cases, but many 
times. It isa fact which can be proven that 
hundreds of men—good men, and not all of 
them colored men. either—were prevented 
from voting for me or had their votes changed 
by deception. There never was, perhaps, a 
more flagrant violation of the rights of suf- 
frage. Now, then, I concur with Mr. Stephens 
that such practices will not be tolerated now, 
and the right to vote can be more freely 
exercised in Georgia now than then, and 
without proscription. Therefore, I sav that 
this effort will not be a failure, because the 
people are not afraid aad will not be intimi- 
dated as they were then; nor will they be 
socially ostracised.

He has for years been equal to every emer- 
Beney of the court house, and in professional 
conflicts he has never fallen on aceount of 
not being a ‘finished lawyer.” He is also “a 
man of judgment and experience” in the du- 
ties of reporting; much moreso than any of 
his predecessors, for he has already had nearly 
four years’ experience in the office of assist- 
Ant reporter. 
Mr. Lumpkin graduated al the university 
of Georgia in the Y##" 1875, carrying off the 
honors of his class, and with the universal 
predictions of faculty and classmates that a 
most brilliant future was before him. He 
was admitted to the bar in February, 1876, 
and has been my partner from that time until 
his recent election. On March 26, 1878, he 
was appointed assistant reporter, and until 
the last year divided all the onorous labors of 
my office with me, and during the past 
twelve months has discharged them 
nearly all. Now, Mr. Editor, it is most sur- 
prising to me that as the cry for civil service 
referm is heard on every side, you, wielding 
a wide power over public opinion, sould at- 
tack the justices of the supreme. court for 
simply continuing in officea gentleman whom 
nearly four years’ experience had rendered 
more fit than any one else to discharge his 
duties! Would you have had him mortified 
by he elevation of some one without expe- 
rience to the post to which hisambition and 
his Jong years of arduous labor pointed? | 
unhesitatingly say that for the court to have 
appointed any member of the bar, no matter 
how high his position or how broad his fame, 
would have’ been a cruel outrage which the 
good people of Georgia would have rebuked 
in public indignation. Mr. Lumpkin is about 
the. age that General T. KR. R. Cobb 
was when elected to the same _ position. 
He is nearly the age that I had attained 
when I was first elected, and whilst he may 
not be endowed with the professional genius 
of a giant like Mr. Cobb, | am sure he is even 
far more competent to discharge the duties 
of the office than I was on March 30, 1572. 
When you refer to the gentlemen named, 
you have before you, and the public has _be- 
fore it, reputations acquired in the reporter's 
office, and after they had returned to the 
bar. I donotthink any one of the gentle- 
men hada greater reputation as a scholar or 
a lawyer at the time of his election than Mr. 
Lumpkin now has. 
As to the relationship of @r. Lumpkin to 
the chief justice and to myself, I have this to 
say, that not a drop of blood t at flows 
tnrough our veins is the same ashis. <A 
cousin of the chief justice married his aunt. 
and he is a cousin of my wife. When General 
Cobb was appointed assistant reporter he was 
the son-in-law of the then chief justice, and 
when Kelly ceased to act, he was elected to 
the full position. Suppose some other gen- 
tleman |} ad been elected over General Cobb, 
what would the people have thought? And 
being placed in it in part by his father-in- 
law, who raised the cry of nepotism? 
As to the immediate election of my succes- 
sor upon the acceptance of my resignation, 
such has always been the practice. When the 
justices have determined who is to be ap- 
winted, itissimply painful and embarrass- 
2 to be pressed with applications from oth- 
ers. Mr. Lumpkin is the grandson of the , 
ftrst chief justice, has inherited his ability as 
a lawver, his stand in college would indicate 
that he may not be far behind.in the field of 
scholarship, and there is a peculiar fitness 
that the name of Joseph H. Lumpkin, so in- 
terwoven with the jurisprudence of Georgia, 
should still be connected with the highest 
court of the state.

THE PANIC IN PARIS. 

The panic in Paris, which led to similar 
flurries in both Vienna and Berlin, was pre- 
cipitated by theembarrassments of the Union 
Generale. This organization is managed and 
controlled by M. Eugene Bontoux, who may 
l@ said to be the Jay Cooke of the Parisian 
panic, Bontoux has long had the reputation 
of being one of the most dashing financiers of 
the age. Practically as an agentof the Roths- 
childs he managed for several years all the 
railways in the southern division of Austria, 
and when the stock of those railways became 
greatly depreciated the Rothschilds fell out 
with their unsuccessful agent, and he went to 
Paris, where he immediately began to organize 
the societe de l’Union Generale. This was 
twd years ago, or about the time of the expul- 
sion of the Jesuits and other Catholics, all of 
whom were anxious to turn their available 
property into money. Bontoux conceived 
the idea of making his new banking house 
peculiarly attractive to Catholics and legiti- 
mists. Stories were started that it had the 
sanction of the pope, and that it was the de- 
pository of untold church treasures. Bon- 
toux openly declared that the intention was 
to draw to the bank ‘‘all those weaithy active 
“and intelligent people whom the establish- 
‘ment of a republic had driven out of political 
“life in Franee.”’ But in spite of the 
attempts of Bontoux to give it the 
support of the Vatican and of the 
oldest families of France, it has always been 
regarded as a wild-cat institution. Its stock- 
holders were called upon for only one-quarter 
of their subscriptions; its chief business con- 
in establishing branches and bulling 
the latest of these 


sisted 
their and 
branch institutions was the one at Lyons that 
brought on the run of Thursday last at the 
parent institution. It had large dealings with 
the least responsible class of brokers. It was in 
short a mixture of over-speculation and sen- 


stock, one of 


timentalism. 

Of course the panic was not wholly due to 
the rottenness of this one concern, huge as it 
was. The real cause of the present trouble 
was the mania for speculation in stocks and 
new enterprises that reached proportions 
never attained in this country or probably 
aryother. This mania extended to Vienna 
and Berlin, and even to England. Itis said 
that new joint stock enterprises were started 
in 1881 in France alone having a nominal 
capital of 500 millions of dollars. The Union 
Generale was the largest bubble 6f the lot, 
and its funds and credit were devoted to the 
creation and floating of other bubbles. The 
largest bubble burst, and then came the shock 
in the money markets. It is not thought, 
however, that the crash will be general. Lon- 
don has net thus far been greatly affected by 


this writing a prospect that pending negotia- 
tions will give even the Union Generale a 
longer lease of life. But whether Bontoux 
comes out of the wreck or not, the panic will 
have a good effect in Europe. It will put an 


‘end to the course of wild speculation, and 


thus the feverishness of the past few months 
will be gradually supplanted with a feeling of 
confidence, and, of course, by sounder busi- 
ness transactions. 

The very nature of the trouble in Paris and 
Vienna will be apt to render it almost wholly 
local. If London remains calm and secure, 
certainly no trouble need be apprehended 
here; and, probably, none should be in any 
event, for the capitalists of this country have 
been shortening their sails ever since the as- 
sassination of the late president. From that 
time down to this, our capitalists have been 
apprehensive of trouble, and the caution that 
sprang up at that time is our security now. 
Besides, the country is full of money. The 
balance of trade, and our mines of gold and 
silver, and the redemption of the public debt, 
have all worked together to destroy all chance 
for instituting hard times here, and the cau- 
tion of the past six months has strengthened 
our position until it is, doubtless, panic- 
proof. The truth ts America is rich; twenty 
years ago she was poor. A panic in Europe 
that would twenty years ago have filled this 
country with failures is now harmless, and 
there can be no trouble here until gold be- 
gins to flow back to Europe, and even then 
we can stand a return tide of reasonable pro- 


portions without embarassment at least a 
year or two.

His American ancestors were all Georgians. 

Mr. Ward .McAllister's mother was Louisa Cutler 
of Boston. Her mother's mother was Esther Marion 
the only sister of General Francis Marion, of Fouth 
Carolina. She married a gentleman named Mitch- 
ell, and their daughter Sarah married Benjamin 
Clark Cutler, of Boston, who were Mrs. McAllister’s 
parents, Mis. McAllister had a brother who was a 
long time the rector of an Episcopal parish in 
Brooklyn or New York, anda sister who was the 
wife of the late Dr. Francis, a famous physician of 
New York city. 

Ward McAllister (‘the society boss’’) married a 
Miss Gibbons, of New Jersey. On her father’s side 
she isaGeorgian. Her father was an immensely 
wealthy man, whether estimated by his lands and 
slaves in Georgia or by his stocks and bonds at the 
north. Itis therefore to be supposed that Mr. Mc- 
Allister has the means to enjoy his taste and to sup- 
p rt his social position. A man that can snub the 
Astors and fix the social status of the Vanderbilts 
must be more than ‘‘an unknown man wh, about 
the close of the war, dropped down on New York.’’

A Nugget of Wealth that Runs a Close Race with the 
Succulent Orange, a.d is Believed to Have 
Even Bet’er Bottom—-A Run Trough 
Floridian Groves and Truck Farms. 


LAKE Pornsett, Florida, January 17.—[Special 
Correspondence.]—The lemon crop of Florida is 


‘getting to be quite an important item. 


For several years the Florida lemon was not in 
favor in the eastern markets. It was large, thick- 
skinned and of poor flavor. Those who believed 
in the American peninsula and its capacity to 


raise anything that grows on the shores of the Med- 


iterranean, imported lemon seedlings from Sicily 
and Massena and put them outin Florida groves. 
The result was a perfect success. The lemon pro- 
duced had much of the size of the old Florida 
fruit but was thin-skinned, of bright golden color 
and juicy beyond comparison. They at once took 
rank in market as the best lemons that were of- 
fered, and commanded a premium. Sales are re- 
ported for certain months of last season at $12.25a 
box of 160 lemons. Genera] Sanford, who has done 
an immense deal for Florida by the introduction 
of new fruits, has an immense lemon grove of 
imported and budded seedlings that is supplying 
grafts for thousands of trees. A peculiar fact of 
lemon cultvre is that the imported lemon cannot 
be raised in Florida from the seed. Any seed will 
do for tie stump, but to produce the perfect fruit 
the stump must be budded from the imported tree. 

The advantages of lemons over oranges is that 
the trees bear sooner, taking only from two to four 
years, instead of six to ten. They bear larger 
crops, the fruit ripening continually for cight 
months, instead ofa few months, as with the orange. 
A lemon tree has veen known to yield 19,000 lem- 
ons, and frequently over 9000. I saw lemon trees 
that had borne 4,000 lemons in one season, that sold 
for three cents apiece, or $120 for the product of the 
tree. Another advantage is that the season is longer 
than the orange and the opportunity for marketing 
at good figures better. While at certain seasons 
lemons are worth notas much as oranges, there 
are other seasons when they command five 
times as much. Since the culture of the lemon has 
become general the Floridiays have learned the 
methods of preparing the fruit. for market. The 
evenness of size so notable in a box of foreign 
lemons is secured by the use of a ring ora ‘‘siter.’’ 
On the Mediterranean lemous are never left on the 
tree until they get their color. An attendant gocs 
to each tree, passes a ring over each lemon and 
when it fits the ring it is cil pped and put in a pack- 
ing house, where the bright yellow color is given 
them by subjecting them te the fumes of sulphur. 
A packing house of this sort has been established 
by a Mr. Bean at Jacksonville. He buys the lemons 
when green ataboutacentand a half each, gives 
them the artificial coluring and sells them for a 
handsome advance. I have never seen such lemons 
as Florida produces. They retain their green color 
and their skins until they are about twice the size 
of foreign lemons. They are in great demand in 
bar rooms, the: mixers holding that a Florida 
lemon will make three times as many drinks as 
any other. The lemon will soon become an im 
portant item in Florida’s crop. 

TRUCK FARMING IN FLORIDA, 

[ have alluded several times to the facility for 
vegetable raisingin Florida. I was astonished to 
See the extent to which this business had been ¢car- 
ried already. In 1874 there was shipped only 5,600 
crates of vegetables—in 1880 there were 405,000 
crates, or nearly 100 timesas many. This increase 
is still maintained and a milion crates will soon 
be reached. Itissaid that Florida vegetables, by 
reaching the market several weeks sooner than the 
Norfolk or Carolina vegetables, have robbed the 
truck-farmers oi those states of the enormous profits 
they enjoyed a few years since. At present the 
eastern markets are supplied with early vegetables 
from the following sources: Bermuda beginning in 
March, north Florida four weeks later, Savannah 
and Charles on about four weeks later than north 
Florida, Norfolk ten days later. When the early 
season is over prices fall, and the Maryland and 
New Jersey truck farms take up the burden of low 
prices and big sales. Toshow the advantage that 
Florida enjoysin prices and profits, I submit the 
following table of prices for.1£80, prepared by a 
New York commission house:

The truck farming in Florida is now confined 
mainly to Fernandina, Jacksonville and the points 
along the Florida Central road. It is spreading 
gradually from these points. ut there is, several 


hundred miles below this region, in the real tropics [ 


of Florida, a new section that will in time furnish 
the early vegetables for the eastern markets. This 
section is situate about Lakes Okeechobee, Crystal 
and Worth, and will produce vegetables at least 
three weeks earlier than north Florida. [n the table 
above quoted, this tropical region can get the prices 
that are paid for Bermuda vegetables. 
It has not yet — been penetrated by 
railroads, but all along the Atlantic coast and In- 


- dian riverand about the lakes there are enterprising 
These colonies raise large ' 


colonies clustered. 
quantities of fruits and vegetables, which they ship 
by sail boats to Savannah and thence by steamer to 
New York. On the boat with us now is Mr. H. C. 
Adgate, of Morgan county, Georgia, who is one of 
acolony of about forty people, settled at Lake 
Worth, about one mile from the Atlantic coast. Mr, 
Adgate came to Georgia with the northern colonists 
that settled in Morgan county a few years ago. In 
the Lake Worth colony is young Heiser, the son of 
Mr. Heiser who came out with the Morgan county 
colony. Mr. Adgate is now on his way to Lake 
Worth. He says: 

“Tt is simple folly for a man whois going tosettle 
jin Florida to raise tropical fruits to stop until be 
gets into the proper climate. Weare settled where 
we can raise anything that can be raised 
in the tropics. Our little eolony 
shipped 2,500 crates of tomatoes aloue last year 
and got them into market three wecks ahead of 
north Florida. For three weeks we were absolute- 
ly without competition, exceptfrom Cuba and the 
Bermudas, and that amounted to very little, as 
they had to pay forty per cent duty on all they 
We got enormous prices for our tomatoes. 
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one item.” : 

“What facilities have you 

“None except railroads. We have several sail 
boats that we send our crop up by. and it takes 
about four days to make the trip. Our section is 
settling up very rapidly, and our crops increasing 
ata wonderful rate. Ina short time, possibly this 
year, we will attract a small steamer or so that will 
come down and run for three or four months. We 
will chuck them full of vegetables, which they will 
put into Savannah in 48 hours,and fully three 
weeks ahead of any vegetables that can be grown 
in America, and minus the forty per cent duty 
that early foreign vegetables have to pay. You see, 
therefore, that we have the cream of the truck 
market, and that no power can take it away from 
us."’ ? 

‘‘What else do you raise?”’ 

‘All sorts of fruits. And by the way, we settle 
the only question that troubles immigrants in upper 
Florida, and that is how to support their families 
until. their orange groves begin to bear. In our 
section he can put out vegetable crops and in three 
to six months can have rich and profitable returns. 
tie will find truck-farming the very best invest- 
ment he could make; and he can Mave the satisfac. 
tion of knowing that until the Lord creates a new 
world nobody can cut him out of the creain of the 
New York truck market. This made New Jerse 
rich, until Maryland shipped in ahead of her, and 
got the high prices, Then Maryland 
got rich, till Norfolk shipped in ahead 
of her; Norfolk thrived till Charleston and 
Savannah cut ber out. Those places ‘took the 
cake’ north Florida gcotahead of her. Now 
north Florida hasa fortune until south Florida 
gets ready for business. There is nothing that can 
retahead of south Florida or cut hervout of the 
cream prices for early vegetables,”’ 
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‘Do you raise pine apples? 

“Thatis the maincrop for ourcolony. I think 
it offers better returns than oranges. In the first 
place it isa more exclusive crop. Oranges can be 
raised_all over Florida, but pine apples can only be 
raised in the south section. Pineapples will give 
fruit from the seed in eighteen months and will be 
in full bearingin two years. You can planton one 
acre from 2,000 to3,000 shrubs—most people put 
them three icet apart, which would make 2,000 
trees. ‘ihese shrubs willeach one head into an 
apple. Thiscan becut off anda new apple will 
take its place, You can couuvt on geiting 3,000 pine 
apples from an acré of ground at ten Ccuts apiece 
—ayery low estimate—this will give 3300 to the 
acre. There are a great Many pincapple groves be- 
ing setoutabout Lake Worth. The demand for 
the fruit is unlimited, and Florida will soon be in 
the market with a large crop.”’ 

‘What else do you raire?’’ 

‘“Cocoanuts are receiving the next attention to 
pineapples with us. We have planted outa great 
many trees. One difficulty with cocoanuts is that 
it takes ten years for them to bear. When they do 
bear they are very profitable. A good many of our 
people haye put out bananas. These bear in two 
years from planting, and never need replanting. 
The sprout that bears the fruit dies when the fruit 
ripens, butin the meantime another sprout puts 
up by the side of it. A banana grove needs little 
attention, ifitis eutirely below frost-line. We are 
testing dates, sugar plums, guava, and in factin a 
small way we are testing all fruits that are raised 
in the tropics. Wehave noland tosell, and only 
care for immigrants that our crops may be the more 
rapidly swelled to such proportions as will bring 
We believe we have the 
the tropical fruits and early 
are determined to

“You do not raise oranges or lemons?’ ; 

“Oh, yes. Wecan plant pineapples in between 
orange or lemon trees and have the pineapples as 
extra without impairing the yield of the trees.

we raise both.’’ 

Indeed, this peninsula iva wonderful country, 
and the deeper south intoit one goes the greater 
its possibilities appear to be. The middle portion 
of the state is settling up more rapidly, simply be- 
cause the tropical region is yet unexplored. Not 
one touristin a hundred gocs into it—not one set- 
tlerin a hundred inquires intuit. Itis off the 
regular line of travel, and hence neglected. The 
colonies scattered here end there through it are 
developing its resources, demonstrating its worder- 
ful fertility, and opening it up to attention. When 
it opce catches the publicit will take with a rush. 

The one need now, and the only need, is trans- 
portation. This willcome asitis needed, over the 
winding water ways, through the incomparalfe lakes 
and down theinland seas, with whlichit is perme- 
ated and bounded. Eight years ago there was only 
<120,000 invested in steamere on the St. Johns. Now 
there are 28 steamers plying that river, oneof which 
cost $240,000, and te this Beet there are constant ad- 
ditions. The Indian river and the South Florida 
lakes and inlets are now @etted with mil boats, 
carrying freight to and fro. Ina very ghort time 
these will be supplemented by steamers. and then 
the question will be settled, a new region opened, 
the fertility and beauty of which cannet be putin 
words. il, W. G.

PueEirs, N. Y., January 24—Professor Brooks, of 
the Red house observatory, reports the observe- 
tion there by him of a very brilliuut display of the 
aurora borealis on the evening of January 19. It 
consisted of a bright arch of bluish white light, 25 
inaltitude, and extending in azimuth over 110”. 
This lasted about two hours, when the areh broke 
up into a number of large beams of light, having a 
slow but uniform motion eastward.

Lonpon, January 24.—A Paris dispatch an- 
nounces that urgency has been voted for the 
debate in the chamber of deputies on the re- 
port of the committee on the bill for the re- 


vision of the constitution. The special cor- 
respondents agree in denying that it is gen- 
erally believed that the fall of the minority is 
certain. 

The report of the committee on the revision 
hill states that in the scrutin de liste question 
the will of one person seemed to be substi- 
tuted for that of the nation. 

The Paris correspondent of the Times points 
out that Gambetta has shown his sense of the 
seriousness of the position by detailing ina 
memorandum the extreme concessions which 
France was prepared to make on the catego- 
ries disputed in the Anglo-French commer- 
cial treaty, which he was about to hand to 
lord Lyons, British ambassador, just before 
the election of the hostile committee. 

At the meeting of the committee on the 
treaties of commerce, it was agre2d that if it 
sould become necessary to prolong the 
Angio-French treaty the government should 
not ask the chamber of deputies to authorize 
the continuation of the treaty until after, the 
termination of the present crisis. 

A Paris dispatch to the Reuters tele- 
granicompany says it %s believed in parli- 
mentary circles that beth the chamber of 
deputies and the senate will accept the prin- 
ciple of limiting the revision of the constitu- 
tion by a congress, and that Gambetta in 
this event will relinquish for 
the present his demand for 
inscribing scrutin de liste in the constitution, 
reserving to himself the right of bringing the 
question before congress. 

A Paris dispatch says: The Republique 
Francaise, M. Gambetta’s organ, favors such 
a compromise. 

The Republique Francais says: All that the 
cabinet asks of the chamber is not to debar it 
from bringing che question of scrutin de liste 
before congress, Which may then finally de- 
cide the matter. 

The government is still resolved to make 
an adoption of the revision bill an entire 
cabinet question. If the ministry is defeated 
that Gambetta will resume his scat on the fol- 
lowing day as deputy, and will defend a num- 
ber of bills drafted by him since the date of 
his accession ty office, 

GERMANY. 

Biktrx, January 24.—Dr. Woelk, member 
of the reichstag. and one of the founders of 
the liberal group, is dead. ; 

In the Reichstag to-day, during the debate 
on the budget a discussson arose concerning 
the late imperial rescript. Bismarck said 
it did aim to create a new con- 
stitution, the maxim, “The king 
reigns, but does not govern,” 
did not apply in Germany. The expression, 
‘ministerial responsibility,’’ was equally ab- 
surd. He declared that the rescript remained 
unshaken by the attacks upon it. He was 
fully aware of his responsibility in signing it, 
and that he was answerable for all 
acts of sovereignty. It was to the sovereign, 
he said, and not to parliament, that Germany 
owed the position she enjoyed. Bismarck 
asked whether any one could reproach him 
with cowardice. ‘There was a great uproar on 
the left. Prince Bismarck stepped forward 
and repeated his inquiry, saying: ‘Is there 
one among you who dares to bring such a 
charge?” 

The speech of Bismarck in the reichstag to- 
day created greatexcitement. It was an em- 
phatic reassertion of thedectrines of the impe- 
rial rescript as to ther ations b tween the 
Prussian king and the people, a_ di- 
rect challenge.to the reichstag, and very 
averessive in tone. It caused a tremendous 
uproarin the house, although otherwise it 
made avery favorable impression. The ex- 
pression which Bismarck pronounced equally 
absurd with ‘‘the king reigns but dves not 
covern’’ was “constitutional absolutismiof the 
ministry,’’ which Herr Haenal had used in 
attacking the rescript, and not ‘‘ministerial 
responsibility,’’ as reported ina preyious dis- 
patch. 

THE FLURRY ON THE BOURSE, 

Lonpon, January 24 —A Paris correspond- 
ent of the Times says although the disaster 
Which has belallen the union general 
scarcely allows a hope of its recovery, 
it has been shewn that M. Bontoux, 
manager of the bank, has been acting in ‘per- 
fectgood faith, Jules Arhib, of Marseilles and 
Paris, has failed. His liabilties are estimated 
at 2,500,000 frames. His transactions were 
chiefly with the Levant. 

The Times, in its flnancial column, says: 
“Ata meeting last night of the shareholders 
of the bank of Lyons and Lwire, the necessa- 
ry sums were voted to insure the co-operation 
of the Paris syndicate to enable the bank to 
immediately resume business, The 
bank’s assets are 23,000,000 — francs, 
and the liabilities 17,9@0,000 franes. ‘he 
shareholders will have topay 37,000,000 franes 
on their si:ares. A syndicate of capitalists, 
headed by Banque Deparis, have advanced 
17,000,000 franes, thereby covering the deposit 
due by the union generale on de:and., 

AUSTRIA. 

Vienna, January 2£4.—Fifteen editors of 
newspapers published here were to-day sum- 
moned before the police authorities and in- 
formed that the publication of any irtelli- 
gence in regard to the movement of troops, 
War material,<ete., is forbidden. 

A dispatch to the Presse from Cettinje 
states that Prince Nikito has refused Austria’s 
demand for the extradition of. certain refu- 
gee insurgents, affirming that the present 
spirit of of his people renders such surrender 
impossible, and furthermore declaring that 
Herzegovinians are not Austrian subjects. 

The Presse says: ‘‘The prince of Montene- 
gro informed the deputation of Hersegovi- 
nians who asked him Ww support themin their 
strugwvle against Austria, that they mest not 
count on any Montenegrin support, and thrat 
if they did not return wo their bomes forth- 
with Le should imprison them at Podgeritza,”’ 

RUSSIA. 

Sr. Pererssure, January 24.—There were 
very serious dieturbances and destruction of 
much property near the town of Damaberg 
in the government of Vitebsk last week 
owing to the objection of the peasants to tak- 
ing of the census.

& LOST POUCH, 


Captain Frey Tells of a Case of Mull Kobbing. 


Last night Tne ConsritvTiox called at the | 


office of Captain John Frey, post-office in- 
spector, and asked the latest news. Captain 
Frey said: 

‘There is‘one little case from Madison. <A 
few days ago I received notice of the luss of 
a mail bag by the anai: rider, and of its being 
found and robbed by unknown parties. | 
went down to Madison and found that the 
bag was lost by the mail rider about three 
miles from Madison, and that on arriving in 
Madison he discovered his loss. He was 
nding on horseback, and rode back to make 
a search for the missing pouch. He 
met a negro man named Charles 
Gary, who gave him the pouch 
and told him that he had met a gentleman 
on the road by the name of Feurs who told 
hiim that he had picked up the mail bag and 
ung it on the fence, and when he came to it 
he touk it up and carried iton to town. The 
fellow did take the mail bag io the carrier and 
when the carrier got to town he found that 
the strap had been cut and the bag ritled of 
its contents, On being again questioned in 
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on the road. The officers of 

dietrict went to the house where the little 
boy lived and made a search. They — 
the letters, pa etc., that had been in the 
pouch and thereu arrested the vay. s 
mother, who came into the house Just as the 
letters were discovered. They took her to 
town, and on account of my not being able to 
get there until Saturday the examination of 
the case against the woman was continu 
until that time. The pouch was 
robbed on the 19th. Well, at the 
trial the woman proved = an_ alibi, 
showing that she was not at the house be- 
tween the hour of the finding and the bour 
of the losing of the mail sack. This let her 
ougnt. I then commenced an Investigation. 
There were two of the children, a little boy 
and girl—one eight and the other thirteen 
years of age. It was supposed that these chil- 
dren must have cut the mail bag open. I 
went to the house and soon became con- 
vinced that it was not the work of the little 
boy and _ girl, but that it was 
the negre man, Charles Gary, who 
after Mr. Fears had told him that the marl 
bag was hanging on the fence went there. 
took it up and carried it back to the house 
where it developed that he borrowed a knife 
from the little girl and cut the strap and 
robbed the pouch. He secured nothing of 
value. The only letter which had money in 
it contained a dollar and was addressed to 
Tux Constitution. Just about that time the 
carrier was seen returning for the mail and 
he hastily hid the letters in the house and 
told the children to say nothing 
about it. So 1 had him arrested when I got 
possession of these facts, and brought the lit- 
tle boy and girl along as witnesses. They tell 
a straight story, and have identified the ne- 
gro Gary. The preliminary investigation will 
take place before United States Commissioner 
Smith at 10 o’clock to-day.” ‘ 

“I feel,’ continued the captain, “very 
thankful to Judge George, judge of the 
county court, for his kindness 
and assistance, and in fact all 
the officers were cagertoaid me. At Madison 
the people have truly come to feel that they 
own a very large portion of the republic and 
they are determined to show their devotion 
to its interests,”’ 

Captain Frey says that he has two of the 
youngest witnesses ever put upon the stand, 
but that their testimony will be convincing.

Councilman Beatie moved the adoption of 

the report. 


Councilman Ryan thought the council was 


acting tor the city, and said that it should go 
slow. He was of the opinion that they should 


dispose of the land inclosed only. 

Councilman Reynolds said: “I understand 
this property was given to the city of Atlanta 
for public purposes.” 

Mayor English responded: ‘There were no 
conditions in the grant.” 

Councilman Keynolds—‘] am not in fayor 
of selling that ground for that amount of 
moncy, and move, if I can get a second, that 
this question be postponed until our next 
regular meeting.”’ 

Councilman Beatie said: ‘Being a member 
of this special comunittee, l have taken some 
pains to ascertain the feelings of the citizens of 
Atlanta upon this sale and have found no one 
opposed to selling to this company for the 
purpose contemplated.”’ He then quoted the 

opinion of gentlemen who are thoroughly 
conversant with the prices of real estate in 
Atlanta and who had said that the price oi- 
fered was a good one. He conciuded by say- 
ing: ‘‘l believe it our duty tothe city and 
the city’s interest to sell this property.” 

Councilman Reynolds again spoke in oppo- 

sition to the sale. 
Councilman Vayne said: ‘‘As a member of 
this committee I have considered it from 
every standpoint. Take the buildings away 
and what is the ground worth? As Council- 
man Johnson has said the days of fairs are 
over here. I have talked with several manu- 
facturers who said that $15,000 was a very 
good price forthe land. If these buildings 
are moved away I doubt whether the city 
will ever get $15,000 forit. Some citizens of 
course thought it ought to bring more."’ He 
then spoke of the worth of the buildings and 
said that a railroad here had offered to give 
the company fifty acres of ground on which 
to build the factory. 

Mayor Engiish then said he was willing to 
be outspoken on this as upon all other ques- 
tions that came ‘before the council. ‘“‘When 
it comes,’’ said he, ‘‘to fair grounds or facto- 
ries, I am for factories. The presence of those 
buildings there gives the ground its intrinsic 
value.”’ He then spoke of the council's 
exemption from taxation of Elsas, May & 
Co.'s fastery, Haiman’s factory, the Atlanta 
factory, and other factories, and argued that 
this was only a step inviting capital to At- 
lanta. He then spoke of the Jaurels Atlanta 
had won, and said Atlanta should be 
watchful lest some rival town should secure 
it. Hethen referred to Augusta’s efforts to 
secure capital and spoke of the millions in- 
vested there in manufactures. He said that 
these gentlemen thinking Atlanta would be 
liberal in this sale bad purchased the buildings 
and disavowed any connection himself with 
the company, but said that any one could be- 
come interested with them. He then 
strongly advocated the sale of the 
ground to the company and _ reviewed 
the condition of the fences, the park build- 
ings, ete., and convinced the council that 
apart from the International cotton exposi- 
tion buildings there was no worth in any of 
the buildings. He spoke of the offers made by 
men whoown real estate in that locality, and 
that he had been offered twenty-five acres in 
front of the fair grounds for $2,500. He said 
he would give four acres of land he owned 
near the fair grounds to any company 
who would build a factory on or near it. He 
then referred to the fact that this company 
did not, as is usually the case, ask for any gift 
from the city, but asked to be allowed to pay 
a good, liberal price. He declared that the 
voting population of Atlanta would say by 
4,000 majority ‘‘give them the land.” He 
then spoke of the ability of the place to give 
employment to sll who live in the place. “I 
want to be recorded,”’ said he in conclusion, 
‘‘as in favor of selling the property, and will 
bear with the general cou:.cil my part of the 
blime.”’ 

Alderman Beerntann said:* “I am in favor 
of doing wha can for this company and am 
willing to let the coimpany have it ata fair 
price, and believe the price named by the 
committee a fairone. But I am in favor of 
deferring action until the next regular meet- 
ing of the council.”’ ) 

Councilman Johnson said that delay was 
detrimental to the company; that they would 
be compelled to purchase machivery, and 
that they now have a chance to purchase at 
a decided advantage. 

Councilman Knapp said: “Since reading 
the report i find a slight objection to this 
language: ‘and that a proviso should be put 
in the deed to the effect that property should 
be used for manufacturing purposes only.and 
in case of the sale of any part or all, or the 
use of any part for other purposes than those 
of manufacturing, the property shall revert 
to the city and the purchase money shall be 
forféited to the city.’”’ 

“In considering this sale,’ he continued, 
“I have talked to persons who considered 
$15,000 a poor price, and who offered more, 
but the trouble with these parties is their un- 
willingness to build a large factory.”’ 

Councilman Ryan said he thought the 
question a grave one, and asked for time to 
consider it. 


Judge Hopkins, of the committee, then ad- 
dressed the council, saving that the price 
named was too high and referred to the se 
with the North Georgia stock and fair associ- 
ation, Which lease has a number of years to 
run, and said that this lease was an encum- 
brance upon the ground. He spoke of the 
only means by which this lease could be for 
feited, and said that as no standard was set 
for the fair there was but little probability of 
a forfeiture, and again declared 
this an encumbrance, said: 
“By - it your property is virtualiy 
out of your control.” He declared that 
there was: but little chance for any fair in 
Atlanta soon; that the exposition had killed 
fairs in this section for several years to come, 
and said that quite a sum of money would 
be necessary, notwithstanding the fact, to buy 
the North Georgia stock and fair association’s 
interest. He declared the ground in the ac- 
tual possession of the association, and said 
that an entry upon the ground by the 
city would be atrespass. He did not think 
there was a member of the city council who 
would compel the company to tear down the 
building and remove them at a great loss. He 
thought the company bad dealt liberally with 
the city in this purchase, and -suid that the 
company was not asking for a gift, was not 
begging for anything, but was asking 
for a sale at a_tair price. He de- 
clared that there never was a_ time in 
the history of the south when manufacturing 
Was as important as now, because the Inter- 
national cotton exposition had brought 
the. eyes of the world on this 
section and especially upon Atlanta 
He said that it was proposed to establish 
something by this company that would be 
permanent. He then spoke of the members 
of the company, and eulogized them for hon- 
esty, enterprise, etc., and declared that they 
did not want the ground for a_ speculation, 
but for the purpose of building one of the 
greatest and best manufactories ever estab- 
lished here. He then referred to the grant 
made by the city to the government 
when the post-office was built, 
and said that nothing was 
then gained in comparison to what wou!ld be 
acquired by this grant. He then said that the 
city council had been indorsed fortheir liber- 
ality to manufactures, and referred to the 
many exemptions made by that body recent- 
ly. He declared this action of the council 
right and said the people would vindicate the 
members who voted fur it. These cases cited, 
he said, were where it was given, but in this 
case the company wanted to buy but he again 
declared the price, $15,000, too ligh, 
and said by the tim. the lease expired the 
county would liave received more in the way 
of taxes than the ground was to day worth. 
He declared that the company wanted the 
Jand for no other purpose than manufactu- 
ring, but thought $10,000 enough for the 
land. 

Councilman Howell moved that a comimit- 
tee of tive from the city council be appointed 
to confer with the company’s committee with 
a view to adjusting the price for the park. 

The motion prevailed, and the mayor 
named as that committee Councilmen How- 
ell, Adamson, Ryan, Beatie and Payne. 

The two committees retired, and after a 
consultation the council committee returned 
and submitted a report, in which they said 
that it was the sense of the committee that 
the report of the special committee be ad- 
hered to. 

The company’s committee after a long con- 
sultation with closed doors adjourned with- 
out again communicating with council. It 
was understood, however, that the committee 
expressed a determination not to accede to 
the demand for $15,000, but expressed a will- 
ingness to give $12,500 for the park. 

The question of a paid fire department was 
discussed, after which an ordinance relative 
to the railroads crossing streets was adopted. 

The council upon motion adjourned.

The meeting of citizens living on Peachtree 
street, called in Tus Constirution of yester- 
day to meet at Young Men's library hall to 
consider the question of paying the strect, 


assembled at 12 o'clock and was called to order 
by the chairman, Mft.8.W.Thomson, with Mr. 
Kk. W. Wrenn assecretary. The object of the 
meeting was the reception of the report of 
the committee on the subject under consulta- 
tion. Mr. Thomson, the chairman, presented 
the following report which was received: 

To the Meeting of Peachtree Street Property 
Owners—Your committee to whom was assigned 
the duty of examining into the cost and merit of 
several kinds of street pavement, with the direc- 
tions that they should report to you at this meet- 
ing, respectfully submit: 

That in the limited time since their appointment 
they have not been able to make a thorough or en- 
tirely gg os ag investigation of the matters re- 
ferred to them, bu, the information obtaiued by 
them they have deemed of sufficient importance to 
justify themin directing their chairman to calla 
meeting at this time, and submit a report for your 
action. They therefore report 

Ist. As tocost. That under the charter the prop-

On motion of Mr. W. A. Hemphill the 
committee recommended that the commis- 
sioners onstreets and sewers be requested to 
have Peachtree street from Ellis street north- 
ward to city limits paved with Telford pave- 
ment, to be put down in first-class manner. 

Mr. M. ©. Kiser offered the following: 

Be it resolved, That Mr WS Thomson, H I Kim- 
balland R F Maddox be and they are hereby ap- 
pointed a committee to conier with the commis- 
sioners on streets and sewers and to actin concert 
with them in arranging for proper contracts for the 
pavenrent on Peachtree street and for superintend- 
ing the construction of the same. 

Lhe resolution was adopted. 

The following petition was drawn up and 
will be left at THe Constirution office, where 
citizens of Peachtree street are requested to 
call and sign the Same at once as it 1s of great 
impo! tance: 

‘lu the Vommissioners of Streets and Sewers for

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AN IMPORTANT DECISION, 


Meven per Cent of Their Taxable Property. 
An important decision was rendered in the 
supreme court yesterday. 
The city of Augusta, prior to the constitu- 
tiom of 1877, incurred a debt amounting to 


about 14 per cent of its taxable property. 
That constitution provided that “the debt 
hereafter incurred by any county, municipal 
corporation or political division of this state, 
except asin this constitution provided for, 
shall never exceed 7 per centum of the as- 
sessed value of all the taxable property there- 
in.’ For the purpose of iniproving their 
drainage and water supply, the city of Augus- 
ta proposed to issue a considerable amount of 
bonds, which would have raised its indebted- 
ness to about twenty-one percent. Certain 
tax payers filed a bill to enjoin this indebted- 
ness. The injunction wes refused, and the 
case came to the supreme court. That court 
held that®@the constitutional limit applied as 
well to cities which already weal debts 
amounting to seven percent as to those which 
owed nothing and subseqflently incurred 
debts; that the difference was that the con- 
stitutional convention could not reduce past 
debts, but could prevent their making or en- 
largement in future. They also held that ex- 
cept for casual deficiencies which do not in- 
clude such cases as this no increase of debt 


‘could be created —— after assent of two- 


thirds of the qualified voters at an election 
for that purpose. Nor could property owned 
by the city be set off against the ammount of 
indebtedness in crder to determine whether 
it has reached the limit provided by the con- 
stitution. The judgment below was therefore 
reversed.
